SOCIETY OF THE SISTERS OF LORETTO AT THE FOOT OF THE CROSS. 


HE Society of the Sisters of Loretto at the Foot of the Cross, the first com- 

munity of American origin, was founded in Kentucky in , 1812 by Reverend 

aati ‘Charles Nerinckx. His aim was to firnish Catholic education to the children 

‘akan of his scattered congregations. A little cabin on a hill near Hardin's Creek, 

Washington County, Kentucky, was opened in 1812 and became the first 
Catholic school in that wide region. 

To the new community Father Nerinckx gave the name of “The Sisters 
of Loretto, or The Friends of Mary at the Foot of the Cross.” The small 
tract of land on which their cabin stood was now purchased, and with their 

own ds the Sisters repaired the humble dwelling and made it more habitable. They 
did r own housework, cut firewood, spun clothing, taught a large school of day pu- 
pils and a goodly number of boarders whose parents had besought the Sisters to allow 
their children to live at the convent and enjoy the advantages of a Catholic education 
and a Catholic-rearing. 

The Order grew. Young women from the region round about begged admittance. 
All had to embrace a life of poverty and labor, hunger and cold, and to live and work 
in the spirit of privation and prayer. 

In 1907 it was approved by Pius X; and the Constitutions revised in conformity 
with the New Code of Canon Law, by the Sacred Congregation of Religious, on July 29, 
1920. From its humble beginnings it has spread from State to State. It pushed its way 
through Kentucky, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, and Arkansas. Colorado now holds a 
chain of schools conducted. by the Lorettines second to none on its broad area in efficiency 
and thoroughness. Texas and Arizona early welcomed the Sisters, while in another di- 
rection Alabama, Ohio, and Illinois rejdiced at their coming. At present the Sisters of 
Loretto conduct about eighty schools and academies, with an evergrowing list.
